Bodies of three men crushed to death when tons of hmilrteig and 
earth crumpled the cage in the shaft, have been recovered. 
Three s*p~ 
arate shafts, each having as an objective the eighth level of the mine 
800 feet underground, where it is believed the 43 men Were entrapped 
and diamond drills are the means by which the rescue workers hope 
to learn the fate of the imprisoned men. 
At least one la expected to 
attain its objective by tomorrow night, although obstacles encountered 
1° digging through 
earth and rock prevent any accurate pre-deter­ 
mination of progress to be made. 
Most closely Witched is the diamond drill, which must bore 400 feef 
before it can rea^h the eighth level. 
Communication can be estab­ 
lished through this, if it is ascertained the men are alive. 
Food tablets can be lowered to the men through the small drilled 
hole.

U P )— At least nine persons were 
kilted and 35 injured today when 
the Scrantow “Flier,” of the Jer­ 


sey-Central. railroad, plowed into 
the Lehigh Limited, of the Lehigh 
Valley railroad at a cross-over of 
the two roads in this city. 


The accident occurred about 5 ;45 
o’clock within 100 feet of the new 
union station. The “Lehigh Limit* 
dd left Buffalo hist night for New 
Yofk. 
The “jftier1* is a 
through 
train from Binghamton, New York, 
for Philadelphia. The huge Jersey 
Central engine struck three cars 
back of the Lehigh Valley loco­ 
motive,throwing m steel coach on 
the side. It was in this car that all 
of those killed or injured were rid­ 
ing. 


Railroad* men said had the car 
been of wood construction, they 
believed the killed or injured would 
have been far more numerous. An 
official statement, given 
out 
by 
the Lehigh Valley railroad said: 


“Running ahead of tinte and with 
witnesses agreeing that the signals 
were set against it, a train of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
enroute to Philadelphia from Syra­ 
cuse, Scranton and other western 
points, ran into train number six 
of the Lehigh railroad at Bethle- 
helm at 5:45 o’clock today.
